The issue* of the campaign of ISIS must 
be set down as vita] as any which have di­ 
vided the parties since 186J. 
Then the 
Republican aud the Democratic parties 
were dividing a? lo the question oi human 
slavery. 
The 
Republican 
sentiment, 
throughout the country was overwhenil- 
ingiy agamist it and likewise against any 
farther extension of slavery. The Demo­ 
crats were a urn*what divided. Due wing 
not only upheld slavery as being a alvine 
institution, but demanded that slaveholders, 
lf they saw til, should lake their chattel* 
to the Territories ; while the Douglas wing 
Sat astride (lie 
ie DCO with a cooling 
indifference, 
not 
caring 
w hetter 
slavery was voted up or down. 
On the 
issues of that memorable campaign the Re­ 
publican party woo the greatest political 
Victory of modern limes. 
The blow ii 
struck that} ear not only gave the world a 
Lincoln, but it gave the Nation a new 
birth. The issues of 1364 
were signifi­ 
cant. The Republican party was united 
and strong in the purpose to crush rebel­ 
lion and maintain the Union, while the 
Democrats, in sympathy with Soutnern 
leaders, resolved the war was a failure. 
The loyalty of the Republicans and their 
decided stand agaiu9t rebellion and slavery 
gave 
tho 
party 
another 
political victory in 
1361. 
In 
1363 
the Republican party supported the recon­ 
struction acts of Congress, and denounced

The Republicans stood 
by the Government 
aud 
their

principles, while the Democrats in their 
death struggle appealed to Greeley, oue of 
the anti-slavery fathers, to save them, but 
the people spurned both the Democracy 
and Greeley, and out of 37 States, JI cast 
their vote tor Grant, thus crushing the 
Democracy with a defeat which in severity 
was never before equalled in any political 
contest in th is country. In 1376, the Re­ 
publicans made a strong platform, and ad­ 
vocated sound money while the Democrats 
gave their party deceptive resolutions and 
endeavored to stand on both sides of the 
financial question, and the result wa3 de­ 
feat. 
In 1373 the issues are as all important 
as 
they were 
in 1360 or 1364. The 
old spirit is si iii in Ute South. It may not 
break out in rebellion, but it is as evil now 
as it was eighteen years ago, and the “solid 
South" is the cry tor me purpose of unit­ 
ing in the attempt to place Congress in the 
hands of Democrats. 
The very men who
